Do not apply more than 2 pts./A per application nor more than one application per year.  

Restrictions:  
Do not cut or feed grass hay to livestock. 
Do not graze treated areas. 
Do not use seeds for bird food. 
Do not dump or spill product or dispose of containers within reach of livestock. 
Follow all applicable restrictions for the Conservation Reserve Program.  
Make only one application per year.  Slight discoloration of desirable grasses may occur following treatment.  
Injury may be enhanced when used on neutral or alkaline soils.  
Do not apply more than 4 pts./A of this product for any application.

Restrictions: 
Do not apply within 30 days prior to cutting or lifting. 
Do not apply in combination with surfactants or other spray additives. 
Use only on turfgrass reasonably free of infestations of insects, nematodes, and diseases.  
On newly sprigged turfgrass, temporary slowing of growth may follow application. 
For muck or peat soils, do not apply more than 8 pts./A of this product for any application, and for sandy soils, 
do not apply more than 4 pts./A of this product for any application. 
For muck or peat soils, do not apply more than 12 pts./A of this product per year, and for sandy soils, do not 
apply more than 6 pts./A of this product per year. 



Precaution:
On newly sprigged turfgrass and hybrid bermudagrass, temporary slowing of growth and yellowing may occur 
following application.  

Restrictions:
Use only on turfgrass reasonably free of infestations of insects, nematodes, and diseases. 
Do not use north of NC (except may be used in VA Coastal Plains) or west of the high rainfall areas of 
eastern OK and eastern TX. 
Do not use on muck or alkaline soils. 
Do not apply over the rooting area of trees or ornamentals not listed on this label. 
Do not overseed with desirable turfgrass within 4 months before or 6 months after treatment. 
Do not apply this product to newly seeded bermudagrass until it has overwintered and has a well-developed 
rhizome system.  Do not exceed 2 qts. product per acre within 12 months of seeding bermudagrass. 
For muck or peat soils in sod farms only, do not apply more than 8 pts./A for any application, and for sandy 
soils in sod farms only, do not apply more than 4 pts./A for any application. 
For muck or peat soils in sod farms only, do not apply more than 12 pts./A per year, and for sandy soils in sod 
farms only, do not apply more than 6 pts./A per  year.

In areas west of the 
Rocky Mountains (except the Great Basin), grazing may begin 7 months after a fall application or 3 months 
after a winter or spring application.

Do not apply more than 8 pts./A of this product per year. 
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
